PHCENIX, ARIZONA, February 2nd, 1891 

To his Excellency, John N Irun, Governor of Arizona 

Sir I have thg honor to submit herewith report of 
the transactions of this office from June Ist, 1889, the 
the time when I took charge of the office, to January 29th, 
1891 The last biennial report of Treasurer Foster was 
rendered January 25th, 1889, consequently the period 
from that date to the date on which this report commences 
remains unreported 

I would call your attention to the fact that the counties 
of Yavapai, Mohave and Maricopa made no levy in the 
year 1889 for the University Fund, as prescribed by Act 
61, Laws of 1889, and that the County of Yavapai in 
levying the tax for the year 1889 for the Capitol Fund, 
prescribed by Act 46, Laws of 1889, made an error of one 
decimal in the levy, to-wit instead of levying a tax of 
11% cents per hundred dollars on the taxable property 
levied 14% nulls per hundred dollars 

Your attention is also directed to the matter of the 
compromise between Apache County and the Atlantic & 
Pacific Railroad Company for taxes for the years 1886, 
1887, 1888, and 1889 The County accepted $37,093 81 
for the taxes for these years, and incurred costs for collec- 
tion of said taxes of f10,16604 This amount was 
deducted from the total amount of taxes collected from 
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the railroad company before apportioning to the Territory 
it pio rata of the taxes I see no reason why the 
Terntory should be made to stand any part of the cost of 
collectión of these taxes, and have so informed the Board 
of Supervisors of the county As I can proceed no further 
in the matter I submit the question to you for your 
consideration 

You will find annexed to the report tabular statements 
showing the financial condition. of the several counties 
dunng the time, so far as reported to me by the clerks of 
their respective Boards of Supervisors As will be seen 
by these statements, several counties have failed to make 
the reports requned by law, I have notified the clerks of 
the Boards of Supervisors of the omission. and requested 
that a statement should be forwarded to me, but several 
of them have failed to comply with my request
